2. Claims 1-8 ,10-1 1,13-15,18,20-25 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 20 are allowed since the prior art does not disclose a contact probe having 
electroconductive coil springs being installed in holder holes, such that each electroconductive 
coil spring extends by its natural length under a rest condition of said contact member and in 
combined with other claimed elements as recited in claim 1 . Claims 2-8, 21-25 depend from 
allowed claims 1 and 20, they are also allowed accordingly. 

Claim 10 is allowed since the prior art does not disclose each electroconductive coil 
spring extends its natural length if no load is applied to the coil and in combined with other 
claimed elements as recited in claim 10. Claims 11,13-15,18 depend from allowed claim 10, 
they are also allowed accordingly.
